7. (Currently Amended) A method for the treatment or pr e v e ntion of angiogenesis- 
related diseases, comprising administering to a subject in need thereof an effective amount of: 

an isolated peptide consisting of at l e ast 18 amino acids, comprising tyrosino 
hiotidino (Y H) or aoparagino hiotidino (N H), and at loast throe hydrophobic amino acids 
with buUcy sid e chains; or 

(b) a mutant or dorivativo of tho peptide (a), in which the tyrooino histidino (Y H) or 
asparagino hiotidino (N H) in the peptide (a) was substitut e d with amino acid s so l o cted from 
the group consisting of serine histidine (S H), histidino histidin e (H H), phenylalanine 
histidino (F H), threonine histidino (T H), tyrosino asparagine (Y N) and alanine alanine (A 
A). 

comprising an amino acid sequence represented by (I, D, E or K)-(E, A or Q)-L-(L, 
R or A)-(N, D or S)-(A, L, K or I)-(L or Y)-(R, N, L or K)-(Y or N)-H-(M, I or G)-(V, L, Q 
or G)-(G, K, T or D)-(R, S, L or E)-(R, A, E or I)-(V, M, T or L)-(L, C or V)-(T, A, G or S).
